Reynolds Will Be President of the Prestigious Program in 2017 
 

Bluffton Police Chief Joey Reynolds was recently sworn in as the 3rd Vice President to the F.B.I. National

Reynolds has served as Secretary, Treasurer and Past President of the FBINAA’s North Carolina Chapter.  
In 2009, the members of the international organization elected him to the FBINAA Executive Board as a 
Section III Representative.  Section III consists of the following states:  Alabama, District of Columbia, 
Florida, Georgia, Kentucky, Latin American/Caribbean, Maryland, Delaware, Mississippi, North Carolina, 
Puerto Rico, South Carolina, Tennessee and Virginia.  Reynolds has served for four years as a Section III 
Representative.  
 
Bluffton Town Manager Anthony Barrett traveled to Orlando to swear-in Chief Reynolds.  
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“It was a personal and professional privilege for me to swear-in 
Chief Reynolds as third Vice President of this highly regarded 
association. The Town of Bluffton already has greatly benefited 
from his membership.

About The F.B.I National Academy & FBINAA:  
Each member of the FBINAA is a graduate of the F.B.I. National Academy.  The Academy offers domestic 
and internationally-based senior law enforcement officers a 10-week course in Quantico, Virginia 
covering topics geared to raise law enforcement standards, knowledge and worldwide cooperation.    
 
The course, offered four times a year, is offered to senior law enforcement officers by invitation only, 
after a nomination process. Participants are drawn from every state in the union, from U.S. territories, 
and from more than 150 international partner nations.  
 
Each class has approximately 250 officers who take undergraduate and/or graduate college courses in 
the following areas: law, behavioral science, forensic science, understanding terrorism/terrorist 
mindsets, leadership development, communication and health/fitness.  
 
The networking and professional development dialogues are among the most cherished part of the 
course as officers participate in a wide range of leadership and specialized training as they form lifelong 
partnerships and alliances which guide and support the officers and their law enforcement agencies.
